Move Is Ordered 
To Bar New Taxes

.WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 CWF) 
President Nixon haa ordered “sub- 
stantial additional cuts” in 
1871 fiscal year budget in a further 
effort to check inflation, the White 
House announced today. 

The President gave bis order at 
a three-hour cabinet meeting yes- 
terday, White House press secretary 
Ron Ziegler announced. ' 

Involved in the President's last- 
minute reversal of Budget Bureau 
proposals was a desire to' avoid 
asking major new tiaxra ' and' to 
make it possible for the Federal 
Reserve Board to loosen , the tight 
reins on monetary policy. ~ 

Before cabinet meeting, there 
were, -reports that the President 
would propose a spending level In 
fiscal 1871, which begins July 1, 
of about $203 bfljjon. E a r lier , 
there had been speculation that 
the figure might reach $207 bil- 
lion. 

Presidential Promise 
Informed sources said that even 
with the new cuts the spending 
level probably would, be at -least 
$300 bfflian. 

The President has promised to 
hold spending in the current fiscal 
year to $192.9 billion. But there 
is a serious question of whether the 
celling can be maintained. 

- Some riew tax requests are 
regarded as almost certain in the 
budget message Mr. Nixon will said 
to -Congress later this month or 
early in February. 'But major- in- 
creases would almost certainly be 
rejected by the Democratic Con- 
gress hi this election year.'

Lisbon Shuffles 
Cabinet Posts 

LISBON. Jan. 14 (Reuters). 
—Portuguese Premier Marcello 
Caetano reshuffled his 15- 
month-old cabinet tonight and 
reorganized toe structure of 
his government. 

He eliminated one ministerial 
portfolio and streamlined his 
government with the merger of 
several others. 

In the cabinet reshuffle, he 
appointed a new foreign min- 
ister, Rui Manuel de Medeiros 
d'Espiney Patricio. Mr. Caeta- 
no has been interim foreign 
minister since Franco Nogueira 
resigned last October to enter 
active politics. 

The portfolio which tusap : 
pears is that of minister of 
state, virtually the vice-pre- 
miership, previously held by 
Alfredo Vaz Pinto, who retires 
from the government.

Lagos Bars Relief Aid

LAGOS, Nigeria, Jan. 14 (NTT). 
—The federal Nigerian government 
announc ed today that it would ac- 
cept no assistance for the rellel 
of the victims of its civil war from 
France, Portugal, South Africa, 
Rhodesia or any other countries 
or agencies that had been “studi- 
ously hostile” toward Nigeria 
through toe course of toe long con- 
flict. 

la an announcement broadcast 
on Radio Nigeria tonight, toe gov- 
ernment also declared that all 
those relief personnel who partici- 
pated in direct relief flights Into 
Biafra, in violation of Nigerian air 
space, were persona non grata — not 
welcome in, Nigeria. 

“ Joint Church Aid, Caritas, Canair 
and toe Nordic Red Cross were 
listed specifically In the announce- 
ment as agencies from which Ni- 
geria would accept nothing and with 
whom the government would deal 
no more. 

The declaration came after Gen. 
Yakubu Gowon, the federal Nige- 
rian leader, conferred with his mil- 
itary aides and relief advisers, and 
after toe federal farces "claimed to 
have completed their occupation 
of Biafra and to be handing over 
to toe police toe responsibility for 
maintaining law and order in the 
defeated "young republic. 

A great deal of anger has been 
worked up in Nigeria over the 
amounts of aid that were flown 
Into Biafra by relief agencies— in- 
cluding food, medicine, and, os the 
Nigerian authorities insist and as 
newspaper reports from Lisbon,

Nigeria Turns Down 
U.S. Offer of Planes

LONDON, Jan. 14 i NYT '.—Anx- 
iety mounted today over the fate 
of the fleeing Biafrans as relief 
agencies and governments con- 
tinued to be puzzled by the attitude 
of the Nigerian government. 

Millions of dollars and tons of 
food and medical supplies have 
been made available through pri- 
vate n-nrf public contributions, but 
little can be done to move them 
into Nigeria without approval from 
Lagos. Nigeria says it has enough 
stocks an hand to meet immediate 
needs. 

Around the world today, Nige- 
rian diplomats were following the 
tough line tatzn by Gen. Yakubu 
Gowon, saying that Lagos would 
not accept any aid that suggested 
foreign intervention. 

Sule Kolo. the head of the 
Nigerian mission In Geneva, an- 
nounced that his country would 
reject President Nixon's offer to 
provide eight C-13D transport 
■planes.. . . 

He explained that Nigeria would 
not accept, nuy p]sjaes_ piloted by 
foreign military personnel UJB. 
defense regulations require military 
crews for the C-l30s and the four 
helicopters offered by President 
Nixon. 

In New York, Nigeria's ambas- 
sador to the United Nations, Edwin 
Ogebe Ogbu, said that Pope Paul 
VI and toe French government 
were “preventing the re tarn to 
normalcy,” and he asked for time 
far Nigeria to solve its problems. 
In Addis Ababa, K Olu Sanu, the 
Nigerian envoy, said a number of 
foreign religious bodies had acted 
as gunrunners and propaganda 
agents during the civil war. 

British officials tried today to put 
the best face on what has become 
a matter of increasing concern for 
private agencies. Lord Hunt, who 
is going to Nigeria to study relief 
on behalf of Britain, said today 
that Lagos wanted to avoid giving

Old French Francs Popular . 

Foreign Coins Get Token Use 
At Beating N. Y. Subway Fare 


NEW YORK, ’an. 14 (NYT). 
— Some New York subway ri- 
ders are beating the new 30- 
ednt fare by using cheap 
foreign' coins that are nearly 
the same size as toe new token 
and are accepted by subway 
turnstiles. 

In toe week the new large* 
tokens have been in use, 
hundreds of French old-franc 
pieces and other coins have 
turned up in fare boxes, ac- 
cording to sources inside the 
Transit Authority. 

The old franc, a grey alu- 
minum coin, is officially worth 
one-sixth of an American cent. 

Other foreign coins discovered 
in turnstiles are toe Danish 
25-ore piece (worth 3 1/2 cents), 
the Bahama penny (worth one 
cent) , the Spanish 5-peseta 
piece (worth seven cents), the 
Mexican 10-centavos piece (worth 
eight-tenths of a cent), the 
Jamaican . half-penny (worth 
one-half of a cent), and the 
Venezuelan Bolivar (worth 22 
1/2 cents). 

A spokesman for the Transit 
Authority, Leonard. Ingalls, 
acknowledged that toe authority 
collected “a number” of dif- 
ferent coins, but declined to 
identify them. 

“This is an unavoidable 
problem," Mr. Ingalls said. “And 
it's nothing new. When we 
had the gman token we col- 
lected thousands of German 
pfennigs as well as certain 
Cuban, Danish and other coins.” 

The West German pfennig is 
officially worth about one- 
quarter of a cent. Reliable 
sources in the Transit Authority 
said that over toe years 
“literally tons” of pfennigs were 
collected. 


Several large foreign coin 
dealers In the city said yester- 
day they have received dozens 
of requests lrom persons who 
want to buy large quantities of 
the old francs and other token- 
sized coins. 

Spokesmen for two leading 
coin dealers, toe Per era Com- 
pany, and Mantra, 'Djrdella and 
Broo k es, said they had answer- 
ed such requests by offering 
to sell the coins for 30 cents 
each, regardless of their of- 
ficial value.

In a subway turnstile in New 
York Is an offense. Persons

‘Slug Squad' Called 

The Transit Authority police 
force has a special group of

“Slug Squad," whose job it 
is to catch riders using 
substitutes for tokens, accord- 
ing to an authority source. 

When a large number of 
counterfeit tokens or foreign 
coins turn up regularly at a 
subway station, these sources 
say, “Slug Squad" members are 
dispatched to toe station. 

One of the ways they detect 
counterfeits is by inserting a 
magnetic device In a turnstile 
which causes it to jam as soon 
as a coin subject to magnetism 
is dropped into the tore box. 
(The regulation token is non- 
magnetic.; While toe suspect 
struggles with the jammed 
turnstile, the waiting plain- 
clotoesman steps forward to 
question him..

DUBLIN. Jan. 14 (AP).— Prin- 
cess Cecile de Bourbon-Farma, 
newly arrived from defeated Bla- 
tra. said today she fears the Ibos 
there face extinction unless they 
get immediate help. 

The French-bom princess left 
Biafra Saturday after two years 
of relief work with the Order of 
Malta. She came here to urge 
Ireland’s P rimp Minister Jack 
Lynch to seek military interven- 
tion of the United Nations. 

She told an airport news con- 
ference that widespread killing of 
Btafrans had been reported from 
behind the lines of the advancing 
federal troops. 

"Last Friday, at Mbaise, I learn- 
ed from reliable eyewitnesses that 
a large number of Ibo men were 
killed, and what happened to the 
women was even worse. This was 
not an Isolated Incident,” she said. 

"I greatly fear for the safety 
of all the people, if help Is not 
forthcoming at once, the Ibos will 
be entirely wiped out." 

The princess said she believes 
that, contrary to assurances re- 
ceived from the federal govern- 
ment by religious organizations, 
Irish priests and nans still working 
in the area are in danger. 

“They knew there was danger 
and they were prepared to face it, 
she said. “I have the highest 
admiration for their courage." 

The Immediate need, the princess 
said, is for food and medical sup- 
plies and for observers to be placed 
In Uli and other centers to prevent 
massacres. 

Meanwhile, Father Tony Han- 
non, a 53-year-old missionary who 
left Biafra Sunday, forecast that 
without Immediate aid 100.000 
people will die In eastern Biafra 
within a week. 

“They have been completely cut 
off from food and medical sup- 
plies for at least three weeks,’ 
he said.

To Impress on panic-stricken 
Biafrans who hare fled into the 
damp forests of the region that 
the war is over and that they have 
nothing to fear from the federal 
troops, a reassuring message was 
broadcast today by CoL Olusegun 
Obas&njo, commander of the fed- 
eral army's 3d Division, over the 
Biafra radio, captured today by 
the division. 

"I have ordered that the tactical 
movement of all troops be stopped 
and that the Nigerian police should 
take over the maintenance of law 
and order throughout the Eastern 
state,” the colonel said.

General Go won 
wants you to be calm and remain 
where you are. Rebel will reach 
you quicker that way. The war is 
over." 

This afternoon, Gen. Gowon con- 
ferred with his military staff and 
relief advisers over the movement 
of supplies of food, medicine and 
clothes to the people most in need 
of them In the battle areas. They 
also worked on new assessments of 
the food -and -medicine needs for 
the immediate future. 
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Surrenders Continue 

LAGOS, Jan. 24 (Reuters).— 
Before the 3d division advance 
ended, Biafran troops were report- 
ed surrendering it four more 
points, including Nnewl, hometown 
of secessionist leader Odumegwu 
Ojukwu, who has fled the country. 

No further figures were released 
today on the predsa number of 
secessionist troops so far taken 
prisoner since last night's esti- 
mate of 6,000. Biafra was believed 
to have had an army of about 
30,000 men. 

No firm arrangements appear- 
ed to have been made by tonight 
for a meeting between federal 
officials and a Biafran armistice 
delegation appointed by Gen. Ef- 
fiong. 

Military Observers 

International military observers 
are now back In Lagos from first 
visits to prisoners In federal hands. 
Both the observers and federal 
government sources refuse all com- 
ment on their findings. 

They were understood to have 
talked with inmates in prison com- 
pounds and to have found them 
In good condition and well treated, 
but complaining of lack of food. 

The observers, from four nations 
as wen as the United Nations and 
the Organization of African Unity, 
were originally invited to Nigeria 
by the federal government to in- 
vestigate Biafran charges of geno- 
cide in the civil war.

SAO TOME, Jan. 14 (NTT). — 
International relief organizations 
have 14 planes here loaded with 
medicine, food, clothing and vehi- 
cles ready to take off for Biafra 
at five minutes* notice as soon as 
Lagos gives permission. 

Joint Church Aid has sufficient 
relief supplies here to keep 5 mil- 
lion starving people alive for 23 
days. 

These were the conclusions of a 
meeting here today of the heads 
of the relief organizations that 
served the Biafran people during 
the 30-month civil war with 
Nigeria. 

We are ready to fly relief to 
the devastated zone under any 
auspices and to any airport that 
Lagos agrees to,” a representative 
of the relief organizations declared 
today. "It would be an unpardon- 
able crime to let this food and 
equipment go to waste when there 
is such frantic need." 

Leaders Arrive 

A Boeing-707 arrived here last 
night with 27 leaders of the Inter- 
national relief effort known as the 
Joint Church Aid, which for the last 
two years has airlifted food and 
medicine into the secessionist ter- 
ritory. 

"We have come to appraise the 
stocks of relief on the Island as well 
as the condition of the aircraft 
used in the airlift and see what can 
best be done with them," a spokes- 
man for the group declared. 

There are said to be between 
10,000 and 12,000 tons of foods tocks 
on this Portuguese equatorial Is- 
land. which .has served as the 
principal base for the Biafran mer- 
cy airlift. Flying only at nigbt 
and harassed regularly by Nigerian 
planes, ten aircraft were able to 
make an average of 20 flights a 
night into the blockaded territory. 

Best-Equipped Base 

Joint Church Aid officials say 
that Sao Tome is the best equip- 
ped and best organized post from 
which to resume the airbridge to 
Biafra, which in the postwar chaos 
Is reportedly In more desperate 
need of help than ever before. 

Relief organizations represented 
here have already begun a quiet 
campaign in the United States. 
Britain, Germany and elsewhere to 
bring pressure on the federal gov- 
ernment In Lagos to put aside pol- 
itics and accept the “logical solu- 
tion"— use the stocks and organ- 
ization here to make an all-out 
drive to save about 5 million 
people living in the devastated 
area. 

The plan being worked out here, 
according to .authoritative sources, 
involves the internationalization 
of Uli airport, which has been 
damaged by Nigerian bombs but Is 
still the best airstrip in the area. 
This could be done under the aus- 
pices of the United Nations or 
same other International body. At 
the same tone, two freighters here, 
which have not yet discharged 
their cargo, could sail directly to 
Port Hare our t or Calabar with re- 
lief supplies. 

Proposals for massive shipments 
of assistance to Lagos for distribu- 
tion to the war-torn regions are 
considered unrealistic by relief 
workers here, who point out that 
Lagos does not have sufficient 
communications facilities or orga- 
nization to make urgently needed 
distributions.

Army to Transfer to One Arc

.To. avoid giving indirect support 
to the flight of white students from 
the integrated public schools to 
the segregated ones, the court ord- 
ered the IRS officials not' to grant 
further tax-exempt rulings ‘‘unless 
they, have affirmatively determined 
on the basis of adequate investiga- 
tion that the applicant school does 
not discriminate against Negroes 
in -its admissions policy” v ' 

The suit was brought last May 
by Negro parrots in BErflmns Coun- 
ty, Miss., where three new aca- 
demies had recently sprung up.

“There were sirens and gunfire 
outside,” he recalled. “The city 
bad been cordoned off into sections 
and the black neighborhoods seg- 
regated. 

“Thru said he was afraid the 
name sort at thing might happen 
to Chicago- He was afraid police 


violence might occur here during 
tiie Democratic convention.” 

Mr. Bond also- testified about a 
wjrwiTnr conversation with David 
Dellinger, another . defendant, in 
Atlanta during Dr. King’s funeral 
there on April 9. 

"Mr.- Dellinger expressed great 
tears that there would 'be violence 
in Chicago,” Mr.- Bond said. 

Mr. Hayden, Mr. Dellinger and 
the five other defendants are 
charged with conspiracy to Incite 
a riot here during the convention. 
The defendants contend that the 
real conspirators were Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley and other Democrats 
Who used the Chicago police farce 
to put down legitimate dissent. 

Mr. Bond did not get a chance 
to offer much other testimony dur- 
ing his appearance on the stand. 
The government objected to most 
of the questions asked by William 
M. Kunstler, a defense attorney, 
and every objection was upheld by 
judge Julius J. Hoffman.

21, 
and their son-in-law, David Eisenhower, 21, are an a guest list 
which runs into the hundreds. 

Also among the invited are Vice-President and Mrs. Spiro T. 
Agnew. all cabinet members and their wives, the diplomatic corps, 
members of Congress and their wives, and friends. 

Mr. Nixon himself sent White House researchers scurrying to 
find out whether cabinet members' children had ever married 
before. ’ 

Mr. Nixon, a man who likes to cite “historical firsts” tor his 
administration, got back a pleasant answer. 

‘ White House curator James Ketchum said that while he could 
not rule out such a wedding, there was nothing available to 
the records to indicate an earlier one.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14 CAP).— 
Favorite hymns of the Rev. Martin 
Luther Wing- jr. fille d air out- 
side a Brooklyn anti-poverty 
agency yesterday, setting the tone 
for memorial services and tributes 
across the nation scheduled for the 
late Negro leader's birthday to- 
morrow. 

Several large public school sys- 
tems and universities will be closed 
tomorrow and at least three gover- 
nors have issued proclamations for 
the day. but the observance will 
not be the national public holiday 
that some civil rights leaders have 
urged. 

In Atlanta Monday nigh t, Dr. 
King’s body was removed from 
South view Cemetery in accordance 
with his widow’s wishes and in- 
terred adjacent to the Ebroezer 
Baptist Church where he served as 
co-minister with his father. 

A service will be held at the 
Church at noon tomorrow com- 
memorating the life and work of 
the 1964 Nobel Peace Prize winner 
who was assassinated in Memphis, 
Term, on AprT 4, 1968. He would 
have been 4L 

Services will also be held to 
Brooklyn, where a new b uilding will 
be named for Dr. King. 

Speeches Played 

The local UB. government anti- 
poverty agency there opened its 
tribute to Dr. King Monday by 
starting the continuous playing of 
some of his favorite hymns inter- 
spersed with tape recordings of 
his speeches through outdoor loud- 
speakers. 

New York Gov. Nelson A Rocke- 
feller proclaimed tomorrow Martin 
Luther King Memorial Day to the 
state. Gov. Kenneth M. Curtis of 
Maine and Gov. Marvin Mandel of 
Maryland took similar action. 

On the municipal level, mayors 
in Charleston.

Court Backs Sinatra

Parkinson’s Disease Drug Is Said to Be an Aphrodisiac 


• WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP).- 
— An American neurologist dis- 
closed unexpected evidence to- 
day that the experimental drug 
L-Dops. can be a powerful sex 
stimulant that might, prove to 
be a long-sought medical weap- 
on against female frigidity and 
male impotence. 

L-Dopa has already been hail- 
ed as a possible breakthrough 
a gainst crippling Parkinson's 
disease- But. Dr. William E. 
O’Malley of Georgetown Univer- 
sity said that it also- looks like 
“a true aphrodisiac” that could 
benefit hundreds of thousands 
of persons throughout the 
world. ' 

Dr. O'Malley said to an in- 
terview that the drug has dem- 
onstrated powers of giving, some 
men “in their, sixties , and seven- 
ties" more -sexual vigor than 
the average 20-year-old man. 

And, he added, while pre- 
dominantly - affecting men. It 
aiyn hag induced “hypersexual- 
ity” to certain women. 

He reported that the effect 
has been noted to-about 2 per- 
ent of the patients being given 
the drug for Parkinson’s dis- 
ease. 


He told of one male patient 
about 60, who hadn’t been 
sexually active for at least six 
years, “who started chasing 
nurses” after betog treated with 
L-Dqpa for quite a time. 

rfr. O’Malley said the evi- 
dence Is so dramatic that it 
warrants exploring possibilities 
for joslng Ir-Dopa as an aphro- 
disiac treatment. 

“At least 20 other Investiga- 
tors” throughout the. UJS. have 
told Dr. O'Malley privately that 
they had noted s im il ar results. 

“At first, we felt we ought 
to keep this quiet; but now most 
of us feel that it ought to be 
publicized because of the pos- 
sibility of engendering studies 
—it some later date— of the 
possible, controlled use of L- 
Dopa as a treatment tor frigid- 
ity and -impotence.” he said. 

ThriH Use Feared 
Dr. O’Malley said researchers ' 
are aware of the possibility that, 
if x*Dopa becomes generally 
available to the medical pro- 
fession. “hippie-like kids, al- 
ways looking for any kind of a 
new thrin,” might try to get It 
by improper means. . 

“But anyone with such In- 


tentions,” he said, “should be 
warned that L-Dopa is a very 
dangerous drug to unskilled 
hands.” 

He said that in a few in- 
stances the sexual sidelights 
of the experimental drug "have 
proved to be an extreme prob- 
lem, as to the case of the 60- 
y ear-old male patient, 

“He had been virtually para- 
lyzed for many years.” Dr. 
O’Malley said, “and had had no 
sex activity for About six or 
eight years. 

"But, after treatment with L- 
Dopa for a certain period of 
time, he started chasing his 
nurse when she’d came into his 

room.?.. .. — 

“We’ve also had some male 
patients to their sixties and 
seventies who- hadn’t had sex- 
ual Intercourse for five years 
but who started having inter- 
course at least once a day, 
same of them twice dally. 

“Contrast that with the aver- 
age, normal, male, aged 20. who 
has intercourse only about three 
to five times a week.” • • 

And he said that some wom- 
en patients— to the age range 


of 40 .to 60 — became hyper- 
sexual under L-Dopa treat- 
• ment. 

Dr. OMahey's disclosure is 
the second in recent weeks of 
scientists reporting the discovery 
of apparently aphrodisiac chem- 
icals. 

A recent report to the tech- 
nical journal Science by a team 
of National Heart and Lung 
Institute rse&rchers said that 
markedly increased sexual ac- 
tivity was induced in male rats 
and rabbits by injecting them 
with a drug “p-chlorophenyla- 
lanine.” called FCFA for short.

Confused Draft Boards Give 
Wrong Answers on New Law

WASHINGTON. Jan. 14 (NTT).— 
A man called up a droit board to 
a Los - Angeles suburb the other 
day and said be had a question 
about his draft status. 

He told a clerk to the office that 
he had a job deferment that was 
due to expire to June. 

Hie said that he was going to be 
26 years old to March, and wonder- 
ed whether he would be liable to 

the draft when his deferment laps- 
ed, since he had drawn a low 
tottery number that was likely 
to be reached early in the year. 

The draft board clerk thought 
for a minute and then answered: 
“You would be called under the 
new rules for the full year of your 
draft eligibility, despite your age 
changing prior to your deferment 
expiring” 

Reply Is Incorrect 
Her answer, Selective Service of- 
ficials agree, was wrong. Men will 
not receive induction notices under 
the new lottery system after they 
pass their 26th birthdays. 

It was not a trick question. It 
was a straightforward one, and 
the situation described is one that 
faces, for Instance, scores of men 
who have been deferred as teach- 
ers and who plan to quit teac h i n g 
at the end of this school year 
when they will have become 26. 

Nor was the experience in the 
Los Angeles suburb unusual Cor- 
respondents for The New York 
Times put the same question to 
members and clerks ol more than 
100 draft boards around the coun- 
try over the last two weeks, and 
20 percent ol them gave the wrong 
answer. 

There were indications that in 
some cities and towns the Inability 
of draft boards to provide potential 
draftees with accurate informa- 
tion several weeks after the Dec. 
1 lottery had added to the confu- 
sion over the new system. 

Told of the results of the survey, 
Navy Capt. William 8. Pascoe, the 
Chief of Information for Selective 
Service, said that he was "shocked." 
He said he would get to touch 
with state draft directors “to make 
sure this is rectified.” 

The following question was ask- 
ed: “I have a very tow draft num- 
ber that is likely to be reached 
early in the year. However, X now 
have a job deferment that will last 
through June. My 26th birthday 
is to March. Will I be free from 
draft liability since I become 26 
before I lose my deferment?” 

The correct answer Is that the 
person will not be liable to the 
draft. Although draft liability Is 
technically extended until age 35 
for persons who have had defer- 
ments, regulations require that all 
eligible men under 26 be taken be- 
fore any men aver 26 is drafted. 
There is no circumstance short of 
all-out mobilization that would re- 
quire the 'induction of these older 
men. 

President Nixon's executive order 
implemen ting the lottery was ex- 
plicit on this point It stated that 
the “first priority selection group” 
would Include men “who have not 
attained the 26th anniversary of 
the date of their birth.”

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 14 (Reu- 
ters).— Hippie cult leader Charles 
Manson today won a delay to 
entering his plea on charges aris- 
ing from the murder of actress 
Sharon Tate and six others until 
Jan. 28. 

Manson. 36, representing himself 
in court, argued points of law 
wi’h a judge far 50 minutes be- 
fore the delay was granted. 

Manson has been charged with 
the murders of Miss Tate and six 
others to August and also conspir- 
ing with five members of his hip- 
pie cult group known as the Man- 
son Family to kill the seven vic- 
tims. 

Manson asked the judge for law 
books, a table, more access to 
telephones and a tape recorder. 

The judge granted aD except the 
tape recorder, which Ma n son said 
be needed because he read slowly, 
his grammar was poor and his 
spelling atrocious. 

When the judge pleaded with 
Manson to get a lawyer, the hippie 
replied: "Behind the big words, 
the numbers and the quotations. I 
wonder If you know what's going 
on. You are trying to lead me 
to the gas chamber.”

A c Smart*Alecli? 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (UPI).— 
Sen. J. William Fulbright called 
Vice-President Spiro L Agnew a 
big-headed “smart aleck” today and 
said Mr. Agnew was ma kin g prom- 
ises overseas that he cannot pos- 
sibly fulfill. 

Sen. Fulbright. returning to 
Washington after the congressional 
recess, hit out at Mr. Agnew in an 
interview. 

“He's kind of a smart aleck, isn’t 
he?” the chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee said. “He's 
feeling his oats and he’s getting 
himself and others in trouble to the 
process.

Jan. 14 
(AP).— The Supreme Court has 
rejected by 7-to-l vote a 
cha l lenge to the power of draft 
boards to compel conscientious 
objectors to work in hospitals. 

Timothy j, Boroski. a Mount 
Morris, Mich., free-lance court 
reporter, had claimed such 
orders were outlawed when thn 
13th Amendment prohibited 
slavery and “involuntary ser- 
vitude.” 

Mr. Boroski, 28. was con- 
victed in 1967 and sentenced 
to five years to prison for re- 
fusing to report for work at 
Harper Hospital. Detroit. He 
had been classified a con- 
scientious objector. 


U.S. Indicts 
Opera Agent 
On Tax Bribe 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (NET).— 
An accountant who represented 
European opera stars and conduc- 
tors was indicted yesterday by a 
federal grand jury on charges cf 
paying more than $2,500 to bribes 
to three former Internal Revenue 
Service auditors. 

The bribes, TLS. Attorney Robert 
M. Morgen thau said, were to get 
the auditors to approve false state- 
ments, overstated deductions and 
understated Incomes for the ar- 
tiste 

Mr. Morgenthau said there was 
no evidence that the foreign art- 
ists had any knowledge of the ac- 
countant’s alleged wrongdoing. 

Included to a list of 15 artists 
named to the indictment were 
Italian soprano Renata Tebaldi; 
tenor Franco Corelli; Montserrat 
Caballe, Spanish soprano; Sandor 
Konya, Hungarian tenor; Christa 
Ludwig, German soprano; Sixten 
Ehrltog of Sweden, conductor of 
the Detroit Symphony Orchestra, 
and Paul Kleteki, Polish-born con- 
ductor.

The indictment accused t.hp ac- 
countant of adding falsely more 
th a n $300,000 In expenses for the 
artiste The alleged acts happened 
in 1966, the indictment said. 

Named in the indictment was 
Norman H. Egenberg, 45. of Bayon- 
ne, N. J. Mr. Egenberg had pre- 
viously been indicted to a similar 
case involving a Nigerian prize- 
fighter. 

In addition to cash, Mr. Egenberg 
was charged with giving credit 
cards and gifts to toe three former 
tax auditors— Solomon Gordon, 
Raphael J. Pa cello and Vincent 
Fontana. 

Mr. Egenberg prepared tax re- 
turns for the artists. Assistant UJS.

reason smokers develop more heart 
disease. 

-If this Is so, they said, it means 
that scientists concerned about 
Preventive medicine win have to 
take, a look at all Jonas of ex- 
posure of people to carbon mon- 
oxide, such as automahile exhaust. 

The carbon monoxide from 
cigarette smoke gets into the 
bloodstream, the scientists said,

Autopsies of 942 
Link Cigarettes to 
Cancer of Larynx 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (NYT).— 
Autopsy studies of 942 men have 
yielded further evidence that ciga- 
rette smoking contributes to the 
development of cancer in tissues 
exposed to the smoke. 

The studies, described in the 
current issue of Cancer, journal of 
the American Cancer Society, in- 
volved the larynx, which houses 
the x*ocal chords. 

Dr. Osear Auerbach, pathologist 
at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital in East Orange. NJ- and 
senior author of the report, said 
at a press conference ."The analysis 
showed that the more a person 
smoked, the more- likely be was to 
have changes In Ills larynx cells 
that are believed to precede the 
development of cancer." 

Laryngeal cancer is but one of 
numerous forms of cancer that 
studies of death rates have linked 
to cigarette smoking. Lung cancer 
is the most common cause of can- 
cer deaths among male cigarette 
smokers. 


where it appears to pave the way 
for the accumulation, of cholesterol 
In the arteries. 

An exce of d-_lesteroI is one 
factor that has been Implicated 
In the incidence of heart disease. 
Deposits of the fatty substance 
clog the arteries, preventing normal 
flow of blood and oxygen . 

The new report came from Drs. 
Pool As trap, Knud Kjeldsen and 
John Wanstrup of the department 
of clinical chemistry at the Royal 
Hospital in Copenhagen- Dr. Astrup 
described work on rabbits and 
studies of humans at a conference 
on biological effects of carbon 
monoxide sponsored by the New 
York Academy of Sciences. 

Dr- Astrnp said his department 
noticed high concentrations of 
carbon monoxide in the blood of 
young men with coronary diseases. 

Carbon monoxide, a poisonous 
gas released by combustion, cam- 
bines with hemoglobin in the blood, 
displacing vital oxygen. 

About IQ percent of the snofcexp 
they studied, he said, had uu 
usually high levels of a com- 
pound formed by the carbon man 
oxide and hemoglobin— a compound 
called carbosylhemoglobin. The 
high levels were linked to in- 
dividual smoking habits, such as 
depth and duration of Inhalation. 

To check their observations, Dr. 
Astrup said, in one series of ex- 
periments two groups of rabbits 
were fed cholesterol. One group 
was also exposed to carbon mon- 
oxide. 

The accumulation of cholesterol 
in the arterial walls of rabbits ex- 
posed to carbon monoxide was 
three to five times more than In 
those given only cholesterol. Dr. 
Astrup said. In tests op rabbits 
who were not given any cholesterol, 
the carbon monoxide produced 
damage in the walls of the ar- 
teries. 

In an early study of 1.000 factory 
workers chosen at random in 
Copenhagen. Dr. Astrup said, "a 
clear relationship" between high 
carbon monoxide blood levels and 
coronary disease was demonstrated. 

Of those studied. 58 had 
atherosclerotic heart disease, where 
deposits accumulate jn the arteries. 
All 58 were smokers and all had 
high carbon monoxide blood levels. 
Some were cigar smokers who 
inhaled. 

Dr. Astrup said the evidence In- 
dicates that the carbon monoxide 
makes the walls of the blood ves- 
sels more permeable, thus allowing 
an increased flow of fats through 
the walls. He said be is working 
with drugs that might counter this 
effect. 

Dr. Astrup also said that if it is 
correct that only 10 percent of 
smokers have high carbon 
monoxide levels in their blood, 
smokers having low carbo- 
xylhemoglobin levels should be 
perfectly safe in terms of athero- 
sclerosis.” but not in terms of 
other diseases, such as cancer. 


IrishrAmericans Are Top Drinkers 
In ILS., $400fi00 Study Reveals 

NEW YORK. Jan. 14 (TTPI).— The National Institutes of 
Health has spent *400,000 and Rutgers University scholars the 
better part of five years to study drinking habits In the United 
states. 

The university's Center of Alcohol Studies surveyed 3.748 
persons to develop and document "American Drinking Practices,” 
a 3&6-page book just released. 

Among the facts reported: 

• Homan catbaHc Irish'- American men in their late 40s. 
engaged in business or a profession, are the moot liable tq (ah 
Into alcoholism. 

• Jews and Episcopalians have the lowest number of ab- 
stainers among religious groups. 

• itallan-Amarican families show the largest number of 
drinkers, but not to excess. 

• Farmers and school dropouts drink little and single persona 
drink more than married couples. 

Among Americans, 41 percent are light or moderate drink- 
ers: 15 percent are very infrequent drinkers— lass than one drink 
a month— and 33 percent abstain. Heavy drinkers re pr esent 13 
percent. 

The book claims that Americans are drinking less per capita 
now than tep years ago. The book costs *9.50, about the price 
of a quart of good Scotch. 


AEC’s Rules on Radiation 
Challenged in Colorado Suit

DENVER, Jan. 14 (NYT). — An 
ettomey for the American Civil 
Liberties Union has charged that 
the safety standards of the Atomic 
Energy Commission "grossly un- 
derestimate" possible damage from 
radiation. 

The attorney. Robert B. Miller, 
made the charge in Federal Dis- 
trict Court Monday at the reopen* 
lng of a suit to block release of 
natural gas freed in an under- 
ground nuclear explosion last 
Sept. 10. 

The suit is regarded as one of 
the more important challenges the 
commissi on has faced since the 
early 1950s, when Dr. Linus C. 
Pauling. Nobel Feace Prize winner, 
failed to have the eourts halt all 
underground testing. 

Mr. Miller, in his opening re- 
marks before Judge Alfred A. Ar- 
raj. said that the commission had 
also violated Its own safety 
standards by going ahead with the 
experimental Project Rullson blest 
even though wind directions had 
not been proper. 

Hs said that the benefits of In- 
creased natural gas production 
were not worth the risks Involved 
in burning off, or flaring, radio- 
active gas. 

“AEC standards grossly under- 
estimate the damage that could be 
produced." he said.

Studying a meteorite soon after 
its retrieval Is especially important 
to biologists, who are looking far 
chemical forms that might reveal 
the beginnings of life elsewhere in 
the solar system.

In Birth Pills 

Doctor Seep Risk* 

On a Record Scale 

WASHINGTON^ Jw. H CUFO 
—A gynecologist told a Senate m*fc 
committee today that the wide 
spread use of birth control pills 
"has given rise to health haaarda 
on a scale previously unknown- to 
medicine." 

“Nine minion American women 
are consuming these compounds al? 
meat' as automatically as chickens 
eating corn," unaware the pills may 
cause canoe?, blood clots, diabetes 
or arteriorelerocds. Dr. Hugh J. 
Davis arid ,in prepared testimony. 

Dr. Davis, assistant professor, of 
obatetries and gynecology at Johns 
Hopkins University School of Med- 
icine. was -tile first witness In seven 
days of hearings scheduled by Sen. 
G&yJord Nelson, P„ Wla, to look 
into allegations that contraceptive 
pills are hazardous. Ho heads a 
Sonata subcommittee on monopolies. 

Two other medical authorities 
testified on potential haatids, but 
not nearly u strongly as Dr. Davis. 

Marvin S. Legator, a research of- 
ficial of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, said: "An exhaustive 
study such as carried out with 
cigarette smokers would be re- 
quired to indicate a possible rela- 
tionship between oral contraceptives 
and cancer." 

Charge by Senator 

In a statement, Sen. Nelson ac- 
cused some birth control pttl manq 
faeturers of "disseminating false 
and misleading information." 

“The pamphlets which are pre- 
pared by the manufacturers and 
are distributed directly to patients 
through physicians make light of 
the minor dangers and do not even 
mention the major dangers of the 
pJU," he said. 

Sen. Nelson, long a eritie of the 
drug industry, said some college 
textbooks give "pre-pill propagan- 
da,” Ignoring hazards 
Dr. Davis said there are "safer 
alternatives" to the pill for women 
wishing to avoid pregnancy. He 
recommended Intrauterine devices, 
such u 'the loop," as 99 percent 
effective. ' 

He urged the FDA to ban se- 
quential-type oral contraceptives. 
"The risk of both fatal and nop- 
fatal blood clots can he reduced 
immediately by simply changing to 
the safer type of pill," Dr. Paris 
said. 

Two-Tear Limit 

But he said no woman should be 
allowed to take oral contraceptives 
for more than two years. “The 
hazards of long-term use of these 
systemic agents look increasingly 
ominous," he said. 

"Never in history have so many 
Individuals taken such potent drugs 
with so little information available 
as to actual and potential hwardsJ 
Dr. M, James Whitelaw, of O’Con- 
nor Hospital, Ban Jose. Calif., said 
oral contraceptives could leave a 

woman infertile "many months, or 
even several years" after she stops 
taking them. 

"No married woman Should be 
put on oral contraceptives until she 
has proven her fertility, unless 
there are medical mitigating cir- 
cumstances." Dr. Whitelaw said. 


Asturian Miners End 
Strike at Private Pits 

OVIEDO, Spain, Jan. 14 (Reu- 
ters).— Work was resumed today at 
private pits in the strike-bound 
Asturian coalfields, but the state- 
owned Hunosa company was still 
seriously understaffed. 

The number of miners absent 
from the morning shift — 3.500— 
was almost the same as yesterday, 
but today all the strikers were 
Hunosa employees. 

At the height of the strike last 
week 13,000 miners were idle.

Survey of 252 Colleges Finds 


Campus Conditions, Not War, 
Stir Most Student Protests 


By John Berbers 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (N TO. 
—The first complete study of stu- 
dent protest lest year at colleges 
and universities shows that most 
were nonviolent and did not inter- 
rupt campus routine. The study 
also shows that new left groups 
were a minor factor and the pro- 
tester were less concerned with the 
Vietnam war and related issues 
than conditions on the campuses. 

The study, covering 333 campuses 
between January and June of 1969, 
was conducted by the Urban Re 
search Corporation of Chicago, t 
private commercial organisation 
that monitors trends on the do- 
mestic scene and prepares reports 
for groups and institutions. 

John Naisbitt, president of the 
corporation and former assistant 
to John w. Gardner when Mr. 
Gardner was Secretary of Health. 
Education and Welfare, said many 
of the findings "seemed to con- 
tradict the general wisdom" about 
campus protests and disorders. 

He said a formal study and anal- 
ysis was undertaken when infor- 
mation coming into the corporation 
center in Chicago "seemed to con- 
flict with many widaspread im- 
pressions." 

The study showed that 215,000 
students actively participated in 
399 major protests on the 333 cam- 
puses, which have a total student 
enrollment of 3,300,000. That is one- 
third of the national college stu- 
dent population. 

Although the study covers only 
the first six months of 1969. Mr. 
Naisbitt said student protests dur- 
ing the current academic year also 
have been monitored and “there 
have been no noticeable trends that 
contradict the findings" 

The corporation compiled a pro- 
file of each protest from a number 
of sources of information. Bach 
profile was sent to students and 
administrators Involved for correc- 
tions and c omm ents. The inf orma-

Forty-four percent of the pro- 
tests were for more student power 
—by b]aeks and whites— and 22 

e snt concerned such war related 
os as military recruiting, the 
Reserve Officer Training Corps, 
military research and the war it- 
self. 

"The Incidence of war as a major 
factor in protests was far less than 
the incidence of race or “student 
power 1 issues" Mr. Naisbitt said. 
“This would tend to contradict 
major assumptions by national 
policymakers that an end to the 
Vietnam war and the , draft wflj 
end campus jJroblems^The draft, 
for example,' was a major factor In 
only 1 percent of aQ protects.'’ 
When students asked for more 
power, they usually sought a larger 
voles in policy, not control or veto, 
the study showed. Students sought 
control in 4 percent of the protests. 

The protests occurred on cam- 
puses of all sizes and in every re- 
gion of the country. Schools with 
high admission standards had mare 
protests. 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
and others have said that new left 
political groups were to blame far 
much of the campus unrest. How- 
ever. the study found that “Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society 
and other organizations with iden- 
tifiably radical views, commitments 
and rhetoric were actiVB in less 
than half of the white protests and 
in only 38 percent of all protests.” 
The study showed that 2S percent 
of the protests involved blocking 
entry to classes or occupying a 
building so that its normal use was 
restricted. There were injuries in 
23 percent and property damage 
in 19 percent of the protests. 

Blacks were more successful than 
whites In having at least one de- 
mand granted by authorities. 

"Demands made by white stu- 
dents alone and mixed groups were 
rejected more than twice as often 
as those made by black students," 
said Mr. Naisbitt. In 49 percent of 
the protests at least one black de- 
mand was met, the study showed. 


Frank Folsom 
Dies at 75, 
Headed RCA 

Played Key Role 
In TV’s Early Days

-—Francis Marion (Rank) Folsom. 
75, master salesman who foresaw 
the fantastic growth of the televi- 
sion industry and, as president of 
RCA, helped to build it into a cor- 
porate giant, died at a daughter’s 
home here Monday night after a 
short illness.

Pentagon Cuts F-lll Plans

NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (NYT). _ 
The Defense Department has 
dashed plans for purchase of the 
F-lll attack plane by $1 billion 
or more over the next two fiscal 
years, official sources disclosed yes- 
terday. 

The 131-plane cut was decided 
on late last month, and serious, 
consideration is bring given to 
canceling the last 40 planes in the 
production schedule.

U S. Stands by Mideast Plan 
Despite Rejection by Russia

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (NTT) 
The United States stood by its sup- 
port of the so-called “Rhodes, for- 
mula" for future Arab-Israeli nego- 
tiations yesterday, despite the Sov- 
iet Union’s- rejection of the pro- 
cedure. 

The State Department said “de- 
terioration" of the Soviet position 
on a Middle East peace settlement 
had delayed, if not destroyed, in- 
ternational efforts to break' the 
Arab-Israeli deadlock. 

The department spokesman, Rob- 
ert J. McCloskey, confirmed the' 
authenticity of the Soviet note as 
reported in The New York Times 
(and the International Herald Trib- 
une). . 

In describing the Soviet position 
as “negative and retrogressive," Mr. 
McCloskey took exception to one 
statement in the Russian document 
— the -remark that the wnmrinn 
opposition to early negotiations un- 
der .the . Rhodes formula “cor- 
respchds. to the opinion” of Gttrmar 
V. Jarring, the Swedish diplomat 
who serves as the United . Nations 
mediator lor such negotiations. .

' ’ Deliberate Ambiguity 
The Rhodes formula, used be- 
tween Israel and the Arab states In

At 
Rhodes, Israeli negotiators sat in 
one hotel roam, the Arabs in an- 
other,, .and the UN mediator, Ralph 
Bunche, moved between-' t hem . 

Since the two sides occasionally 
sat down together in the same roam, 
the Isradto claim that the Rhodes 
formula Is the “direct, negotiations” 
they have been seeking. The Arabs 
dispute tide, and say that actual 
negotiations proceeded only through 
the auspices of a mediator. 

“We continue to fed that the 
Rhodes formula is the best arrange- 
ment by . which the parties mig ht 
come together," Mr. McCloskey said.

Europeans in NATO Wary 
Of Reds 9 Call for Parley 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 14 fNYT). — 
European members of the North 
Atlantic alliance are taking a more

security conference. U.S. officials 
said today.

Basic Petition 

Since the NATO ministerial 
meeting in Brussels in early 
December, Canada and Italy have 
moved closer toward the basic 
position outlined to the com- 
munique.

Vhe Soviet reply to United States proposals 
Star a negotiated settlement in the Middle 
East is a disappointing exercise in diplomatic 
oowardlce. Retreating from positions that 
American diplomats say the Russians bad 
advanced in private conversations, the 
Soviet note seems designed to appease the 
most intransigent Arabs, as though dictated 
3n Cairo. 

The Soviets have accused the United 
States of being one-sided In favor of Israel. 
This certainly is not so, as the Israelis have 
loudly pointed out. The Russians have 
backed down from previous acceptance of 
the Rhodes formula as a basis for negotia- 
tion. and have sought to play down the 
Importance of negotiations between the 
parties directly concerned. They have in- 
sisted that Gaza be returned to Egypt, 
although this was not Egyptian territory 
before the 1947 war. And they have raised 
disturbing questions about their w i l li ngn ess 
to agree to arrangements at Sharm el -Sheikh, 
to Insure Israeli passage through the Straits 
of Than. 

Most serious and inexplicable, except as 
an echo of President Nasser's unreasonable 
position, is Soviet insistence that a “pack- 
age” settlement must cover “the entire area 
of the Middle East,” presumably Including 
Syria. This Is an Impossible demand so long 


as the Syri ans refuse to have anyt hin g to 
do with the Security Council resolution of 
Nov. 22, 1967, which the UJ8.SJI. insists it 
fully supports. 

In spite of these and other sweeping con- 
cessions to Arab intransigence. Moscow has 
been careful not to foreclose further discus- 
sion of the American proposals. The Soviet 
charge that the American document is one- 
sided Is qualified by the phrase, “in Its 
present form” While ruling out the Rhodes 
formula as “not expedient,” the Soviets sug- 
gest “it should be possible to find a proper 
form” for the intermediary role of Ambas- 
sador Jarring. The note does recognize the 
right of "the vessels of all countries" to 
pass through the Straits of Tiran and the 
Suez Canal. 

The U.S-SJR. thus has kept the door ajar 
for further talks with the United States and 
among the Big Four. But talk is not enough. 
As the Kremlin note itself concedes, “the 
ever-deteriorating situation in the Middle 
East . . . demands urgent steps to promptly 
establish just and stable peace in the area.” 

Such steps will not be possible until the 
Soviet Union musters the courage to con- 
front its Arab clients with a clear call for 
reasonable and necessary concessions com- 
parable to those the United States has 
honorably proposed to its friends in Israel.

Bonn’s Triple Probe 


Chancellor Willy Brandt clearly runs the 
risks of being whipsaw ed by heading Into 
separate but simultaneous negotiations with 
three Co mmunist countries — the soviet 
Union, Poland and East Germany. But he 
is doing so in the belief that a working 
relationship with a reluctant East Germany, 
his chief objective, can only be achieved with 
the help of Moscow and Warsaw. The ques- 
tion now is whether that gamble win pay 
off. 

East Berlin's Communist party leader, 
Walter Ulbricht, has agreed to talks this 
month. But he wants to talk about a draft 
treaty according full International recogni- 
tion. to East Germany. The Soviet Union and 
Poland delayed their dialogues with West 
Germany— on treaties accepting present 
borders and renouncing the use of force— 
until Mr. Ulbricht made his proposal. Now, 
as Mr. Brandt’s proposed treaty draft is 
awaited, the Soviet press has been warning 
indirectly that rejection of the Ulbricht 
terms might hamper Bonn’s efforts to im- 
prove relations with other Communist states. 

Rarely have semantics and legal niceties 
played as large a role In diplomacy. Mr. Ul- 
brlcht’s objective is to consolidate the status 
quo. reinforce his regime and freeze the 
division of Germany. Bonn’s objective, as 
stated by President Beinemann, is “to pro- 
tect the unity of the German nation." Mr. 
Brandt says that he has stopped speaking 
about “reunification,” which implies going 
hack to a single German “nation-state." But 
he also has said that he is t hinkin g of 
“other models by which one can reach a 
kind of union.” 

Whether that other model would be fed- 
eration. confederation, joint membership in 
a united Europe or some more tenuous 
structure that would enable East and West 
Germans to live and work together, Bonn’s 
stated aim is to erode, not preserve, the 


division of Germany. It is to change, not 
freeze, the status quo. 

What TQafrgs agreement conceivable is the 
time factor In Mr. Brandt’s concept. He 
believes that a long period of detente will 
be needed to erode the division of Germany. 
~Hi« nVm now is simply one of “leaving a door 
open somewhere'’ for some ultimate form of 
German unity once cooperation replaces 
confrontation. 

The only agreement that is possible, there- 
fore, is one resembling the glass that can be 
described both as half-empty and half-full. 
To the East it wJH be an agreement that 
maintains the division of Germany for a 
long period. To the West it wffl be one that 
keeps open the door for unity after a long 
period. 

There are pitfalls on both sides. The four- 
power status of Berlin ahd the access routes 
from West Germany could he compromised 
by a poorly drafted agreement. East Ger- 
many must be careful not to become too 
“sovereign" and “independent” lest it lose 
Its present duty-free access, through trade 
with West Germany, to Europe’s Common 
Market. That Is why Mr. Ulbricht agreed 
recently with Mr. Brandt that the relation- 
ship of East to West Germany cannot be 
that of a “foreign country” 

Mr. Brandt’s flexibility gives him many 
cards to play: trade credits, recognition of 
existing borders, abandonment of the Hall- 
stein Doctrine. But, in return he wants freer 
movement of people, ideas and goods be- 
tween East and West Berlin and between 
East and West Germany. Few. things worry 
Mr. Ulbricht more. Yet there are hints that 
the liberalization, would be great enough for 
Mr. Brandt if East Germany became not 
another Austria hut another Yugoslavia. 

In his perspective, the negotiations that 
lie ahead will certainly he long and difficult. 
But the possibility of agreement cannot be 
ruled out.

W ASHINGTON— An odd thing is 
now happening In world poli- 
tics. The small and middle na- 
tions, which used to be afraid that 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union would blow up the world, 
now seem to be afraid that Wash- 
ington and Moscow will get to- 
gether «nd organise the world in 
their own -national interests and 
against the I nterest of many other 
nations. 

This la what happens when there 
is no world orda- that can change' 
the status quo and correct the in- 
equities and brutalities between 
n ations . If the principles of the 
United Nations cannot resolve 
disputes or relieve the historic 
grievances of nations, then the 
power of the great nations b ec o m es 
the Judge. 

The latest evidence of the point 
is in Israel. It is passionately op- 
posed to the American proposals 
for what the Nixon administration 
regards as a fair and balanced solu- 
tion of the Middle Bast crisis. It 
insists that the United States is 
“Imposing” a settlement that would 
destroy the sovereignty and securi- 
ty of the Israeli state. 

AH this is denied by Secretary of 
State Rogers, and by Joe Sisco, who 
is carrying the burden of the Amer- 
ican policy and Its defense. They 
insist that they are carrying out 
the principles of the UN Security 
Council on the Middle East, which 
the Israeli government has accept- 
ed or at least agreed to cooperate 
with; that they have not changed 
their policy: and that they are not 
trying to “impose” a settlement, as 
John Foster Dulles did in 1957, 
but are merely attempting to get 
Israel and the Arab states Into 
negotiations on the main questions 
of boundaries, refugees, sovereignty 
and security of the Israeli state. 

Suppressed Facts 

None of this is getting anywhere. 
In fact, it is getting worse every 
day, for nobody win release all the 
documents that will clarify the 
facts; everybody is arguing his own 
case and i pairing the documents 
that support his arguments; and 
the mum thing that worries the 
Israelis— and has produced their 
violent reaction both in Jerusalem 
and the United States — is not being 
discussed at alL 

What really worries the Israelis 
— if one dare guess about this emo- 
tional (’ wnhln a'Mnn of b&Ck-roam 
and propaganda arguments — is that 
the United States, in their view, 
has been making concessions to 
Moscow which may help win Mos- 
cow's s up port of Vietnam and dis- 
armament at tbe expense of Israel’s 
vital security interests in the Mid- 
dle Bast. 

Israeli officials do not charge 
that the Nixon administration is 
doing this consciously. What trou- 
bles them is the thought that the 
United States is concentrating, not 
primarily about the regional prob- 
lem in the uTMtfte East, but about 
its own interests in reaching an 
understanding on larger questions 
with the Soviet Union, and making 
concessions to Moscow and the 
Arabs in the process at the expense 
of the security of Israel. 

Nobody in Washington, of course, 
admits that this Is true. As a 
matter of fact, there is strong feel- 
ing here that the United States 
must somehow get out of Vietnam 
in order to deal with the much 
more serious problems of Soviet 
penetration into the Middle East 
and the eastern Mediterranean.

T ONDON.— The Nigerian civil 
S-J war has. ended after 32 months 
of agony, far a state and a people 
which came to independence with 
such hi g h hopes and magnificent 
prospects, more so than any other 
ex-African colony, a ' decade ago. 

As one contemplates the . price 
paid by - the peoples of Nigeria in 
lives and treasure because of boun- 
daries created lor them half, a 
century ago by the British Colonial 
Office, a question arises as. to 
whether other African states, 
similar ly created during the. 19th- 
century European “scramble for 
Africa,” can succeed . In, their na- ■ 
tinn -hirilding aspirations without, 
the same' kind of bloodshed and 
civil war as went on in Nigeria. 

To avert such catastrophes, the 
Organization of African Unity at 
its 1963 -founding meeting agreed, 
as one of its first- decisions, that 
ortKtirig boundaries in Africa were 
sacrosanct. Tbe OAU member 
states knew perfectly well that 
existing African, .frontiers were, 
the result of fierce competition 
among the European powers for 
r^frnini territories rather than 
the outgrowth of . consideration - to 
than existing tribal concentrations. 

Yet tbe OAU members believed 
that to undertake frontier rectifi- 
cation, no matter how justified 
objectively, or to support any and 
all cries for seH-detsnrrinatlon, 
could only lead to military 
adventures and the severest 
e co n omic setbacks, In the states 
involved. 

Internal Contrasts 

Beyond that, the emerging Afri- 
can states realized that within 
their own gerrymandered borders 
lived Immiscible tribes with dif- 
ferent. languages (at least 28 are 
spoken in Congo-Kinshasa), dif- 
ferent histories, cultures and reli- 
gions; that some tribal lands had 
lots of rainfall and exploitable 
minerals while others in the same 
country were scrub with few as- 
sets above or below ground. 

Most African leaders believe 
that to legalize secessionist move- 
ments could only mean an 
epidemic of intertribal wars. Thus, 
from the outset of the Biafra 
rebellion, the OAU agreed that 
the secession was an internal mat- 
ter not to be sup p orted under any 
circumstances. lost September, 
the OAU summit conference in 
Addis Ababa voted 36 to 4 that 
it was “in the overriding interest 
of Africa” that Nigeria’s territorial 
unity be maintain ed. 

The OAU Consultative Com- 
mittee on Nigeria comprised 
. Emperor Naiia Selassie, who faces 
secessionist demands in Eritrea, 
President Mobutu, who has thus 
far succeeded in keeping together 
the COngo-Kinshaaa after tbe long 
. Katanga struggle^ and president 
Adhidjo h£ Qa^etuun* who has his' 
own border problems. . 

For that matter, what Afr fc pn 
-r Asian country doesn’t have 
border problems or peoples within 
;■ those borders who reject any 
melting-pot theory? (Nor is this 
•nternal restiveness confined to 
the Third World. Belgium, Canada 
and even Switzerland have restless 
minorities' oftfaqir own.) This ir- 
redentist, secessionist mood af- 
flicts not merely a huge sub- 
continental land mass, equal in 
size to Texas and Oregon com- 
bined, Hke Nigeria, but smaller 
countries as well. 

Between the Jaws 

A microstate like Gambia ' lies 
fearfully between the jaws of 
Senegal. And here is Africa’s 
paradox: the peoples of both Gam- 
bia and* Senegal are kin; their 
language, far the most part, is 
Waloof, yet because the farmer 
was once British and the latter 
French, Gambia's ruling elites in- 
sist on separation and mutter 
about Senegalese imperialism. It 
is a tribute to Leopold Senghor’s 
statesmanship that Senegal, of 
which he is president, has not seen 
fit to lay claim to Gambia or to 
inspire separatist movements. 

If there is a modicum of victory 
in Nigeria’s tragedy, it is far those 
African governments and those 
non-African states, like Britain 
and the United States, which be- 
lieve that secessionist struggles 
would mean a return to the 
pervasive sociocultural primitivism 
which made- Africa’s partition a 
century ago so inexpensive an 
exercise in European imperialism. 

The Soviet Union, which also 
supported the federal g o vernm ent, 
did oo tar two obvious reasons: 


first, it wanted to go along wift- 
the dominant A f ri ca n tide ex- 
pressed by the OAU and, second 
it foresaw a Lagos victory and it. 
wanted to be on the winning tide -. 
for a change, in Africa. The un- 
spoken third reason, perhaps, it: 
that to have backed Biafra might 
appear strange for a power which 
had used its military forces to' 
prevent the secession of East Ger- 
many, Hungary and Czechoslovakia 
from the world’s last remaining 
colonial empire. And besides, Rus- 
sia is still, as it was In the czarist 
days, a prison house of nations, a 
country where the majority of 
the population, though ruled by 
Russians, Is ' non-Russian. 

If there is a defeat in Biafra *s 
fall it is for those white suprema- 
cist regimes in Africa— Portu- 
gal, South Africa and Rhodesia — 
who by supplying arms and other 
support far Biafra demonstrated 
their preference for a Nigeria of 
microstates rather than a poten- 
tially wealthy and militarily strong 
A f ri can country groping toward 
nationhood. 

French Fears 

As for France, certainly Biafra’s 
heaviest backer, it feared that a 
powerful and stable Nigeria with 
booming seaports and a sea of 
offshore aU derricks would be- 
come a magnet for landlocked 
Niger and Chad, both onetime 
French colonies and still economi- 
cally dependent on France, which 
in turn would shake France’s neo- 
e olonl al empire in Afric a. Among 
other reasons for French support 
of Biafra was the hope that a 
victorious Ojukwu would nullify 
oil ' c once s si ons to British 
American companies in favor of 
French syndicates- 

Nationalism and tribalism are 
hardy plants, not easily uprooted, 
and if intelligently nurtured are , 
indispensable to nation-building. 
Countries In Europe, North 
America, parts of Asia had time, 
even centuries, to achieve nation- 
hood. The African countries have 
almost no time at all because the 
continent’s birth rate— 46 per 
1,000— la the highest In the world 
and lbs growth rate and per capita 
income remain the lowest in the 
world. Economic stagnation, If 
not worse, may be Africa's fate In 
the decade ahead. 

Nothing innate in the “African" 
character nor inherent in African 
history created this perilous 
economic situation. According to 
a study by the Economic Com- 
mission for Africa two years ago, 
Africa's low - economic growth 
results from noneconomic factors, 
that Is, political disturbances and 
their consequences. As examples, 
they cited Algeria and the then 
Belgian Congo which, in I960, 
together accounted for more than 
14 percent of Africa's gross 
domestic product. During 1960- 
1966, their GPD per head fell 
5 percent each year because of 
war and civil strife. The final 
figures are not yet in for Nigeria 
but the 32 months of civil strife 
have severely shaken Its onetime 
high growth rate- And of the 
remaining independent countries, 
about 22 of the 33 have since 
1960 gone through military coups 
or mutinies. 

The end of Nigeria’s chll war 
could be the occasion for the 
establishment of a new order of 
priorities among the African 
states. The No. 1 priority ought 
to be to seek elimination of border 
quarrels and the kind of tribal 
regionalism which leads to dvfl 
wars hke the one which still rages. 1 
after more than five years! 
between the Arab rulers of Sudan 
and Christianized African 

tribes to the south. Perhaps the 
tnodel to follow would be “divored 
by mutual agreement” by which 
Singapore withdrew from Malaysia 
without bloodshed and struggle 
Anything else could mean the 
death of Africa.

TJABIS. Jan. 14. — Lalique 
stands for exquisite, cut 
crystal But in the world of 
fashion it’s beginning to be 
associated with jewels as well, 
thanks to Marie- Claude Lalique. 

“Actually, Lalique jewels are 
an encore,” said Marie-CT&ude 
Lalique, whose grandfather, 
Ren6, started the famous firm. 
*Ttong before he tackled glass , 
my grandfather designed jew- 
elry.” • 

That grandfather was quite 
a man and Miss Lalique, who 
nurses enormous admiration for 
him, lives In his former atelier, 
which she's transformed Is a 
handsome modem triplex. 

“He rfr-mp from a humble 
farming family in Champagne” 
she said, “and never went to 
art school/* An unusually gift- 
ed artist, he came to Paris in 
1870 and started designing 
jewels for Boucheron and other 
brilliant names around the Place 
Vend fane. After a while, feel- 
ing sure of TiiraBrif, he got 
married and opened his own 
little business. 

“He was really ahead of his 
times,” Lalique said, “He 
pushed the idea that jewelry 
could mean more than just ex- 
pensive stones end that desig n, 
was more significant. He loved 
working with glass, translucent 
enamel, baroque pearls and all 
the semi-precious stones which 
were highly neglected in those 
days," 

The result was poetic Art 
Nouveau jewelry, full of plump 
■nninftg swimming In fanciful 
sea-weed seas. Miss r-aiiq ug 
owns a few pieces, including a 
choker centered by entwined 
enameled leaves. From jewelry, 
the grandfather moved over to 
glass and started working for 
perfume houses. “In those 
days women treasured their 
perfume bottles and proudly 
displayed them on their coif - 
feuses." 

After that, the versatile grand-

father (who also dabbled with 
wrought Iron, bookbinding and 
even architecture) finally set- 
tled for just glass and opened 
a large factory in Lorraine 
which is stm the center of this 
world-known Industry. 

Miss Lahque, the only grand- 
daughter, was sent to the Arts 
Decoratifs School and it’s a 
miracle bow much of her 
grandfather’s artistic qualities 
she has Inherited. A tall, ele- 
gant woman, she’s a bit Art 
Nouveau herself with a flexible 
swan neck and calm, water-lily 
eyes. After she finished school, 
she started designing for the 
family shop on Rue Royale, 
“just about everything. Salad 
bawls. ashtrays, decanters, 
glasses, candlesticks, vases.” Far 
the last ten years, she’s been 
responsible for all the hew 
pieces that have come up in 
the Lalique line. One of her 


best sumoers is ao ice-bucket 
with contrasting, dull and shiny 
crystal sea-star motives. 

But all along, toe said, may- 
be influenced by that famous 
grandfather again, she was 
dying to design Jewelry. With 
American financial backing, she 
is now showing her second col- 
lection. which is on sale in the 
Paris store and at Cartier’s. 
New York. 

Jewelry, she feds, can be one 
of the most interesting expres- 
sions of an era. “Look at the 
fabulous Renaissance jewelry,” 
toe said. “Jewelry Is one of 
the few luxury media we have 
left to reflect our times because 
art is becoming more and mare 
utilitarian." 

Her own Jewelry Is reminis- 
cent of her grandfather's with 
all the survey, graceful Art 
Nouveau touches, but she also 
has a very personal understand- 
ing of modern design. Her neck- 
laces don't just circle the neck 
—they curve around and fallow 
the dfic alley's shape. The best 
one is a supple gold string end- 
ing In a spectacular sea-weed, 
to two shades of gold. 

Despite her sens-,* of tradi- 
tion, Miss Lalique would like 
to go further. “I wouldn't mind; 
doing aluminum jewelry fo~ 
the five and dime stores," she 
said.

Analysts Weigh Probable Size,

Corporate Profit Picture for 1970s Dims

■VIEW YORK, (NYT).— Can the seventies possi- 
-*■ ' ply T ntt b >>< the historic growth of corporate 
profits attained In the sixties? 

This is the big question UN. businessmen 
are pondering, were at a recession -low 

when 1960 began to unfold a decade of the 
nation’s greatest prosperity. 

With the growth, however, came gal lo pi ng 
inflation and severe restraints that are expected 
to spur a 6 percent decline to corporate profits 
to 1970. 

While the depth and duration of the downturn 
cannot be pinpointed — it will depend an the 
.money markets, the degree of success to combat- 
ing trifiaHrm and the extent of the inventory 
build-up— the outlook for the decade as a whole 
is for steady growth. A repeat of the rapid ad- 
vance of the does not appear likely, how- 

ever, as the economy adjusts from accumulated 
Imbalances, war and inflati o n . 

Some Assumptions 

Based on the presumption that production will 
grow at an average annual rate of 4 percent and 
that the gross national product (the amount of 
all goods and services produced) will rise at nn 
average yearly rate of 6 2 percent, corporate 
profits after taxes may Increase at an average 
annual rate of 5 3 percent on a 5 percent sales 
gain— compared with a 7.1 percent annual earn- 
ings growth during the sixties. 

Bostoes will undergo radical Changes with 
greater utilisation of computers and other labor- 
saving equipment far speedier and more efficient 
operations, making a shorter work-week possible. 
This should spell bigger profits far makers of 
leisure-time products, ranging from boats, camp- 
ers, trailers mobile homes to -photographic 
synH sporting equipment, educa ti onal materials, 
publishing, musical instruments and hobbies of 
every conceivable type. Hotels, restaurants and 
the travel industry should also benefit. 

The needs of the expanding population wiD 
bring greater revenues to such s ervice areas as 
housing, schools, hospitals and nursing ho me s. . 

■ Improved living Standards 

improvement to the standard of living will 
be a driving force, and new materials and tech- 
niques hold promise of a host of new products. 


Makers of anti-pollution equipment and chemi- 
cals will benefit sub tan tl ally from the efforts to 
improve the environment Oceanography will be 
explored for food and minerals. 

Reduced need for military equipment fallowing 
an expected disengagement from Vietnam will 
temporarily hurt y»i»ning« of defense concerns.

The profit prospects would apear to be good 
for the automobile, building and cccnstructton- 
materials. chemicals, electrical-equipment, drug, 
forest-products, machinery, metals, retailing, steel, 
oil and utility Industries, as most of the basic 
fields of business move to harmony with the 
economy as a whole. 

Down tur n Due to 1970 

For the short term, however, a downturn is 
forecast. Among the projections being made are:

■ A pre-tax earning slump of 10 to 25 percent 
to a range of $83.7 bffllan to $79.1 billion. 

■ A narrowing {unfit margin— an estimated 5.6 
percent. 

■ Corporate dividends at or close to the 
estimated $24.5 billion distributed to 1969. 

Despite the overall glo om y picture, a number 
of companies are expected to run counter to the 
trend. Among those that will fare better this 
year are those in the office-equipment, drug, 
food, non-ferrous metals, electrical-equipment and 
electronics Industries. 

On the lower side will be the steel, automobile, 
i-hpmiimi, aerospace, apparel, textile, forest-pro- 
ducts. rubber, auto-parts and retail-trade sectors.

>J TCnr i Radefc over dinner told 
him , "ttou Westerners win never 
understand Bolshevism," Charles 
Bohlen has been working at 
It. Roosevelt’s interpreter at 
ffalta and Basenhower’s ambas- 
sador. in Moscow, Bohlen was 
In a crucial position throughout 
the postwar period to Influence 
the direction of U^.-Soviet re- 
lations. In his little book which 
ranges over a vast expanse of 
history he surveys 25 years of 
State Department policy toward 
the Soviet Union, and finds 
that he his colleagues came 
very close to doing exactly what 
was needed. 

There is very little new In- 
formation In the book. But, as 
the author takes pains to ex- 
plain, the book is not meant 
as history but as analysis. 

Two theme recur throughout 
the volume. The. first is that 
there is no conflict of interest 
between the United States as 
a country and the Soviet Union 
as a country. “The te n si on be- 
tween us Is, in my opinion, 
caused by the ideological fac- 
tor." The United States did 
not matatnin diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union dur- 
ing the first 16 years of Its life 
because of "the particular 
philosophy of the Soviet Union." 
One dangerous aspect of that 
philosophy, according to Boh- 
len, was "the continuing Soviet 
nightmare" that the capitalist 
countries would unite against 
her. Noting that the UJS. in 
early years of Bolshevism 
“took a very critical attitude" ' 
toward the regime, he unac- 
countably neglects to mention, 
that UJS. troops, along with 
those of her allies, invaded Sov- 
iet territory and occupied por- 
tions of it for more than a 
year after World War L 

Bow the UJS. and the Soviet. 
Union actually used their power 
against one another, how and 
why the one may have actually 
feared the other, how the ac- 
tions of one may have influ- 
enced the other seem of no ac- 
count to Pphim. The only con- 
flict he Is interested in Is the 
wmfchnitog struggle with "the 
classic principles of Marxism.” 
The ideological war, Bohlen be- 
lieves, is a more or less perma- 
nent fixture. Although he never 
attempts to explain how to 
destroy an. Idea with a bomb, 
much less to Justify such pro- 
cedure, he assures us that the 
continuing ideological war makes 
umaiipr militar y budgets Impos- 
sible. 

It is astonishing ' how much 
more impressed Bohlen is by 
words than by acts. For him 
the authentic events at the root 
of the cold war are a turgid 
article in “Cahiers du Commu- 
nisme” by Jacques Duclos In 
1945 that affirmed that the UJS. 
still had "trusts" and "classes, 1 * 
and an “election" speech by 
Stalin in 1946 that "called for 
an immense Soviet effort to re- 
build the country and develop 
its national economy for its 
security." These dangerous no- 
tions. Bohlen feels, “were the 
origins of the cold war as it 
involved the United States.” The 
UJS. atomic monopoly, the 
abortive effort to assert residual 
UJS. interest in Eastern Eu- 
rope, the maintenance of dis- 
tant UJ3. bases including a

Yale Gets 
A 3-Hour 
Suspension 

Then ECAC Unit 
Changes Its Mind 

By William Glides 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (WP).— 
incredible as it may seem, Yale 
University was put on probation 
yesterday by the Eastern College 
Athletic conference— for three 
hours and five minutes. 

The ECAC's executive council 
ruled against Yale for continuing 
to use a basketball player declared 
Ineligible because he participated to 
the Maccablah Games last 
summer. 

' But then toe council changed its 
mind and withdrew the penalty 
following a stormy two-hour debate 
by toe ECAC membership. The 
membership voted, 66-38, to ask the 
council to hold another session Im- 
mediately and consider withhold- 
ing toe probation ruling. 

The council reversed itself during 
an hour's closed meeting and said 
It would call a meeting later this 
month to take up the issue again. 

The 190-member ECAC is 
meeting here In conjunction with 
toe National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation convention. 

[The NCAA, In a voting session 
of the membership this morning, 
dealt Yale a slight setback by 
tabling a proposed amendment, 
made by Yale and the seven 
other Ivy League schools, to the 
NCAA constitution that would have 
spedllcaSy identified the Macca- 
biah Games as one of the inter- 
national competitions to be con- 
sidered for approval 

Yale has continued to play 
basketball player Jack Danger, de- 
clared ineligible for participating 
In toe Maccablah Gaines to Israel 
last summer. Maccablah basket- 
ball was not sanctioned by the 
NCAA, although the other sports 
were. 

Langer, as one ECAC member 
stated durng the two-hour discus- 
sion, Is the victim of another 
power struggle between toe NCAA 
and toe Amateur Athletic Union. 

During the meeting. Yale 
athletic director Delaney Kiphuth 
charged the ECAC executive coun- 
cil had no power to put the school 
on probation. Yale contends the 
only penalty the ECAC, under its 
bylaws, can levy, is expulsion. 

“That's why they backed off,” 
« Yale official said. “They knew 
they had no right to administer 
lesser penalties. They aren’t struc- 
tured for It. The NCAA is anoth- 
er matter. It Is structured . far 
penalties less than expulsion.”

If manage- 
ment agrees to what we believe 
Is the absolute minimum our 
members will accept, we see no 
reason for industry to increase 
its prices In the nest ten years."
